The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate 

and Assembly, do enact as follows : 
SECTION 1. All roads in the town of Watertown, in Jeffer-

son County, that have been surveyed, and a description thereof 
recorded or filed in the Town Clerk's Office of said Town, are 
hereby declared to be lawful highways. 

SEC. 2. In case any person through whose lands any of 
said Highways may run, has never received compensation for 
the damages caused by such highway, it shall be lawful for 
such person, within sixty days from the passage of this act, to 
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Compensation apply to the Supervisors of said town forcompensation for such for damages. 
When to be al- damages, who shall allow the same, if, in their opinion, such 
lowed. person is entitled.to.a.ny ; and such person if not satisfied with
